Governor's- Message 


LITTLE ROCK—The third 
special 


session of the Forty-ninth General As- 
sembly got under way with few pre- 
liminaries, and, after the joint ses- 
sion at which Governor Futrell em- 
phasized the need of legislation to as- 
sure completion of the State Hospital 
pi-eject, four bills were introduced in 
the house and eight in the senate.

Governor's Address 


The text of the governor's address 


follows: 


"The1 primary purpose of the first 


special session was to meet federal 
requirements for relief to home own- 
ers to refinance farm mortgages, and 
procure loans from the Public Works 
Administration in behalf of municipal- 
ities, schools and slate agencies. Tho 
legislature mot all requirements then 
made by the federal government. The 
second special session was to pass a 
refunding law. 


"Whether the venture near Benton 


in behalf of our insane was a mis- 
take need not now be discussed. In 
furtherance of this program, the state 
has- spent more than $1,000.000 in the 
purchase of land and the construc- 
tion of buildings. The state has near 
Benton 3,100 acres of 
land 
and 13 


buildings, which, when ready for use, 
will accommodate 800 patients or may. 
be 1,000. 


"The inadequate housing facilities 


for those unfortunate people for many 
years has produced conditions which 
civilization should not tolerate. The 
rapid increase of patients makes each 
day the situation more acute. At night 
mere than 1.000 patients—to bo exact 
1,285—are lain together like sweet po- 
tatoes in a plant bed. Many of these 
are without any sense of propriety or 
cleanliness. They are masses of liv- 
ing clay bereft of mentality. They are 
up through the night 
tramping on 


each other except as restrained by 
attendants. If you are not convinced 
cf the need for more room, visit them 
tonight, when n picture will be thrown 
upon the screen of your mind, which 
time will not efface. The conditions 
would tend to make a well person 
sick, and to make a sick person sicker. 
More room is the remedy. There is 
no substitute. Three hundred thous- 
and dollars will be required to make 
tho buildings at Benton available for 
use. The government not only offers 
you this money, but enough more to 
construct a second unit of buildings, 
which means 26 buildings in all. This 
done arrangements for caring for our 
unfortunate will have been provided 
for the next 50 years.

U. S. Envoy Dies at 
Banquet in Ireland 


W. W. McDowell Stricken 


as He Replies to Irish 


Greetings 


DOUBLIN, Ireland -(/?)- William 


Wallace McDowell, 67, who became 
the American minister to the Irish 
Free State two weeks ago, died sud- 
denly of a heart attack Monday night 
during a banquet given in his honor 
by Irish executives. 


McDowell, a native 
of Tennessee 


and a political force in his adopted 
state, Montana,'was replying to con- 
gratulatory speeches when he col- 
lapsed. 


He had appeared to be in excellent 


health and cheerful spirits. His first 
sentences were given in his normal 
voice and he was paying tribute to the 
achievements of the Irish and Ameri- 
cans when, without warning, he falt- 
ered and dropped between the chair 
and table. 


President Eamon de Valera, sitting 


at his left, and others seated at his 
table sprang to their feet in an at- 
tempt to help Mr. McDowell, but he 
was dead. Artificial respiration was 
tried and medical aid was summoned, 
but physicians could only confirm that 
life was extinct. 


President de Valera, a close per-

sonal friend of the minister, was great- 
lyshocked and distressed by the trage- 
dy. The banquet had been a pleasant, 
light-hearted 
affair, and everybody 


was in high spirits. 


McDowell presented his credentials 


on March 27 to the president and not

This break with 
tradition, his avowed love for Ire-

bo mude audible even to whole 


auditoriums of physicians nt one time. 


Arrangements can bo made to send 


these amplified sounds over telegraph 
wires and then to reamplify them in 
auditoriums hundreds of miles away. 


Vurthormore. the changes in the 


hcari sounds in various types of haert 
disease, and the changes in the sounds 
of the 'hinss, as hey occur in tuber- 
culosis, pneumonia^ abscess of the 
lung, uml other conditions, have been 
recorded on wax records. 


Then these records are used in med- 


ical schools to teach students the sig- 
nlficano- of the«e sounds in relation- 
ship to ttisease.
